The lii-itisli Trndo Returns. 

(From the Now York Times.) 

The month of June, 1873, for first ti.no 
iu a oonsiflerablo period, shelved ii do- 
creiise iu tho value of tbo exports of Bri- 
tish produce and nuiinifnoluiorH, na com- 
pared -with tbo siuuo mouth of the previous 
year. Since thou thirty live niontliB liiivo 
passed, ivnd every montli, witli the nycop- 
tioii of AprU, 1875, has shown ii laUing 
otr tho teturns for each mouth bnug 
coiupored with those of tho. samo month 
of tho year immediately preceding, ilio 
following table gives the values in pounds 
Sterling of tho exports for four years. 
The table iuclndes moreliaudise ouly and 
only such prodnots ns luo tho growth of 
manufacture of tho Uuited Kingdom. In 
addition'to these Great Britain ro-export- 
ed foroien morchaudiso to tho value of 
from 8275,000,000 to $30O,OOO,00O"in each 
of the years included below

The above statistios show a dooreoso iu 
1875-G, compared with the figures of 1872 
3, of i-'-ll, 530,000, or S2'20.(;i-)l),()00. Tho 
percentage of docrouso i.s only .sovonicon, 
which is considerably loss than tlio lulling 
ofif in our own imports during tho .samo 
period. Tho British import ,-! havo not ye t 
shown any decrease, the total value of 
them for the last twelve months being 
greater than for any similar period in the 
history of tho kingdom. In what light 
ought'wo iu this country tu look at this 
remurkablo movement of British com- 
merce? It is conceded on nil .sides tliat 
our inability to buy British productn, or, 
if thereader prefers.tbe inability of (heat 
Britain to am. them to as, accounts for a 
large part of the follinf? off of the British 
exports. By tbo olticial reports of Dr. 
Young, the value in gold of the imports 
into the United States from Great Britain 
and Ireland, exolusive oi specie, was, for 
the year ended:

The imports for the current fiscal year, 
of . which nearly eleven months have 
elapsed, will probably fairhelow 8125,- 
000,000. This will make a diminutioD of 
one-half in our imports from Great Brit 
ain in the short space of four yciirs. Tin 
period covered almoatexaetly corresponds 
with that embraced iu the table of British 
exports, starting eleven months earlier, 
yet the rapidity of decrease is nearly three 
times as great. Ib it any wonder that 
there are failares on both sides Of the wa- 
ter, when one-half the greatest import 
trade in the commerce of the world (tho 
import trade of Great Britain from tho 
■'%nited States alone excepted) is destroyed 
in the short space of four years? 

Is there an intolligent business man in 
the country who believes that we can go 
gn eiportiug to Great Britain at the rate 
wa have done for the last four years and 
refusiog to take anythiug, directly or in- 
directly, in return, except ten, cdlVeo, 
BUgar, raolasscB, drugs and a few liigh- 
priced ond heavily taxed dry goods, wiuos, 
&c. , for the wealthy ? We do not mean to 
exaggerate, for surely it is plain enough 
to everybody who looks into tho matter 
that tho important trade of tbo United 
States is undergoing a ])roccB3 of t.xtiiu-- 
tion. Is it not aluo bocoiniug apparent 
that wo are selling our cotton, our wheat, 
and our provisions to England at prices 
•which conhtantly tend downward? If the 
great British indnstries, such as the iron, 
cotton, woollen, silk and linen mnnnfac- 
tureH, are prnstratoil from the iuability of 
producers to sell thoir good.s, and wurk- 
men are discharged or put on half time at 
gi'eatly reduced wages, is it not clear that 
the main outlet for our grain, cotton, and 
pruTiuions must sooner or later bo choked 
up? The remedy is a more liberal tariff 
— a remedy which would benefit our own 
njaniifacturers still moro than their Brit- 
ish rivals, 'I'ho effect would not be, c.s 
Boiiif of uur manufacturei-H might hastily 
assume, to ovcrliKid a market already glut- 
led, but to restnro tbu "Hociclary circula 
tion," as Henry C. Caroy calls it. It 
would inoreaao tho alnlity of most classes 
to earn money, buy, and consume, and 
trade, instead of being choked iij) aiul 
dwarfed as it in now, would assume its 
former (1 imeiisioiiB. The test of tho true 
proHperity of a iiiitioii is what is produced 
and eoD.siimeii, not wliat is lioarded up. 
The dcoliue of our imports is an efl'ect of 
the same derangement of trade which has 
BO diminished tho coDsumption and value 
of our cotton goods that it has become 
prolitablo to axport them to Kiigliuifl, 
JBut profitable to whoiuV Not to tho plant- 
er who raises tho raw material, nor to tho 
men, women, and children at Fall River 
who turn it into cloth. 

We would, however, caution the reader 
against concluding too hastily that British 
commerce is in danger of extinction, Tlio 
month just reported was clearly excep- 
tional. The comparisons usnally made, 
and whiohshow bo etronglv to iis disad 
•vantage, are with Aiiril, 1875, when the 
exports were usually heavy. It is proba- 
hlo that tho next report will bo more fav- 
orable, nor do ve tuiok the present de- 
cline oun continue indefinitely. 



The history of our Indian affairs is a 
very interesting one. Trom mern corporals' 
guards, un'dorjhe old ooinpauy's regine, 
thoy have grown to bo a vast aud organi- 
zed forco. But the question latjaes, ire 
tho groat brigades of dazzling hor^ and 
well diciplined foot more than ah a,nay 
of show, or would they melt away if they 
were over called on to meet the shock of 
battle with a western enemy? It has al- 
ways been a maxiiii of tho greatest ot 
our Anglo Indian (Joaerals, that tho In- 
dian forces act best if there is, at tbo 
least, one European to four natives, but 
that in any caSo tho ofBcors must bo 
European. We all remember- thABplea- 
did native army that existed in 1856. 
Three hnnflrfd and lifly thoiisund liorno, 
foot and artillery could ho placed in lino 
with 250 guns, an army as great iu i?om- 
bntauts nearly as that with whic.li Napo- 
leon marched to- Moscow. While ollicera 
were there, but what was tho result. Tho 
storvof 18,57 remains aa atandiug; and 
painful memorial. Sinco'tlie'ii the tacos- 
and casfo.s m tho armies of tho three 
Presidoncios have been mixod, but tliorc 
Boems to be u danger lost too gvoat indif- 
ference should ariao as to this question 
of offloofB. A ''Colonol of 30 "years staiul- 
iug" writes to The Times, oa tho aubjoet, 
as follows: — , 

From the few words which fell from 
Lord tieorgo Hamilton during last Fri- 
day's debate, it would appoar that all 
hope of any change in tho organization of 
tbo Noiivc Army of India, tor the present 
is at an end. 

Being most intimately acquainted with 
native troo])s, both under the old and new 
systoiua, I do not hesitate to state my posi- 
tive convicliou that the conclusion come 
to by onr present, untborities is n false one, 
and one that will bear bitter frnit. Ask 
those officers who like myself kimw as 
auicbof native- morcoimiioH iis ciiii be 
known, and thoy will tell you that it is a 
well equipped, well drilled and splendid 
- shaui I Magnificent in the sunshine on 
parade, but miserably wanting in those 
(.'lements of cohesion required to fit it for 
the strain of war. 

Lord Napier's experienoe is limited to a 
short service with company of Sappers 
nearlv half a century ago, and the major- 
ity o'f his Staff know nothing person- 
ally of the subject. Ask the minority 
who have had experience and thoy will 
tell you the Hame t-tory — that thi-i Army 
v/hich has been wrought up to its ini'seiit 
pitch of apparent perleotion by the almost 
superhuman efforts of its oflicers, is ready 
to fall to pieces under pressure as the fair- 
est wall will fall if built with on insnfil- 
ciencyoflime and mortar. Its vital ne- 
cessity is a supply of more European of- 
ficers. Tho eiiert,'ies of the few who havo 
made it what it is are alnmst exhuustod. 
They feel that they are making bricks with- 
out straw, and that,when thu time id' tri.il 
comes, their fairedifice will crumble into 
the dust of which it is compoaed. 

Tho public should know tho trulh,wbich 
is simple enough. European ofiScers cost 
money, and the authorities are endoavoiir- 
ing to cover their efforts at economy by 
an attempt to ."ihow that their war machine 
is flufflciently good without them. It is not 
—it cannot be so. Are we to supplement 
our small Enropean Army -vrith an ineffi- 
cient Native ono ? 

Let the British merchant who wants In 
render secure his trade with Iiulia, let 
every Englishman who takes pride in our 
glorious past and desires an I'lpially glori- 
ous future, note what I nay, liive u.-j a 
Native Array well paid and well officered 
- -rather over than undor-officerod , and wo 
shall hear no moro of Itussophobia. AH 
India will knew we nro pri'i)ared, N\ e 
shall only havo to shoko a money-bag 
when the emergoucy arises and recruits 
will flock to swell our small but etuple 
iiuclenB to any required extent, and inva- 
sion will he iiiiposaible.

Salt Lake, July 5.— Taylor, scout for 
Gen. Gibbons, got bere last night from 
Little Horn "river. Gen. Custer found 
the Indian cam]5 of about 2000 lodged on 
Little Horn and immediately attacked the 
camp. Custer took Ove coui]);iui(!3 and 
charged tho thickest portion of tho cimip. 
Nothing is kuown of tbi.s detachment only 
as they traofe'it by the deat]. Maj. Eeno, 
commanding tbe other seven companies, 
attacked tho lower portion of the camp. 
Tho Indians jjonrod in a heavy tire from 
all directious; besides the greater jiorlion 
f^ought on horseback. Custer, bis two 
hi'Othera, nephew and brotljer-in-law were 
all'feillod, and not one of tho detachmout 
escaped, 'i'wo hundred uud sovou men 
were buried in one place and the killed 
are estitnated at 300, with only tbirty-one 
wounded. Tho Indians surrounded Ite- 
iio'b comnmnd and held tlieiu one day iu 
tho bill, cut olV from water, until Clib- 
boiis' command caiiio iu siglit, when they 
bruko cainii on the night uf tho 2tl . They 
fought liko tigers and wore overcome by 
mere brnte force. Tbo Indian loss can- 
not be estimated, as they bore olF most of 
their men. Tho remuaut of the seventh 
cavalry and Gibbons'command are return- 
ing to the mouth of Little Horn where a 
.steaiul iiKit lies. The Indians got idl the 
arms of tho liiii'id .soldiers. 'I'here were 
seventGon commissioned officers killed. 
The whole of tbe Custer family died at 
tbe head of tb^ir column. Tho exact loss 
is not known as both tho .\djntant and 
Sergt-Major wore killed. 'I'lie Indian 
camp was from three to four mik-s long 
and was twenty miles tlie Litlle Horn 
from its moutli. The Indians acttially 
pulled men olV their borses in some in- 
stances. I give this as Taylor told me. 
He was over tho field after the battle. 

Salt Lake, July 5,— Tho Timrs-' extra 
from Bosenian, .Montana, ,Tiily lid, 7 ]>. m. 
says: Mr, Taylor, bearer of dispatches 
from Little Horn to h'ort Ellis, arrived 
this evening and records the following: 
The battle was fought on tho 27tli. Custer 
attacked the Indian village of from 25IH) 
to 3000 warriors ou one side, snd Colonel 
Eeno was attacked on the other. Three 
companies were i>laced on tho hill ns a re- 
serve, fhister and 15 officera and every 
man bcloiigin.g to the five coini>;inics were 
killed. Keuo retreated under the protec- 
tion of tho reserve. Tho whole number 
killed was 315. (ion. (ribbons joined 
Bono. When tho Indiaus left tho battle 
ground looked liko a slaughtor-pen, as it 
really was, being in a narrow ravine. Tbe 
dead wore very mnch mutilated. Tho 
situation now looks serious. Gon. Terry 
arrived at tiibbons' (,'amp on a steamboat 
and crossed his command over aud ac- 
companied it to join (bister who knew it 
wag coming before tho fight occurred. 
Lieut. Crittenden, son of Gen. Crittenden, 
was among the killed.

DELAYED ^SPATCHES. 

THE EASTEIIN (iUESTlON. 

London, June 27 — a. m.— In tho House 

of Lords hist night tho l''nrl of Derby sta- 
ted that tho aliandoiiiiicnt of the Berlin 
memorandum. Imd romoved nil cause of 
dissonaiou between England and tho oth- 
er Powers. Ho justilied tho late 1 evolu- 
tion iu Constantinople and deprecated 
hasty, unfavorable criticism of foreign 
Powers. Tho situation was very compli- 
cated, but for bis ]mrt be saw 110 reason 
to doubt that all the great Powers, u ilh- 
out exception, would lie glad to Iciiniuiito 
a ipiarrel Iciviiig so many cleniciils of 
danger. Lord Derby continued: "Ibig- 
land's lino of action is clear. We would 
gladly reconcile the Porto and the Inonr- 
gents' bnt wo havo no right or wish to 
take the Jiart of J'ither iu a imrely inter- 
nal quarrel. That is the nilo 011 which 
we acted in times not remote, lUid in civil 
wars more oxteii-ive mid saii;;uinaiy. W'e 
aro in conimiinicatnui with tiie Porte and 
other powers with a view of oU'oring such 
counsels as seem usefal. We have been 
chargotl in soma quarters with favoring 
Iho Turks. Tho charge is utterly un- 
founded. No ono suiiiioses tho iiiainto- 
nance of the Ottoman I'^njiiro possildo if 
the Christians beconio permanently disaf- 
fected. The lu'oblem is to reconcile their 
reasonable wishes with the miiinttmanco 
of a system which cannot be overthrown 
without a general convulsion." 

Gibraltar is being placed in a complete 
condition of defense. Artillcryiueu are 
overywhero mounting guns. Two ship- 
loads of powder aro daily expected to ar- 
ri' u. .Ml furloughed officers have been 
recalled.

Victoria by a Strniiger. 

Tbo foUowiug is culled by tho Mount 
ForoHt 'Coufedorate' trom a ^'letter 
written by a former Ontarion:— I 
reached Victoria on the 15t,h January, 
1870, and to niy surpriso the gnrdons 
were looking gieeu and man v flowers 
quite fresh; but after a few days we 
hid what they call hero a snow storm 
—•what we would call in Briico the 
foretaste of a storm, about four inches 
of snow, and about ten days of cold 
frosty weather, but pleasant. During 
February wo had beautiful weather. 

yfis. sgmew^ftt-iwindy, with 
rain; and at times a little snow, hut it 
was all gor.o in a few hours, ^htfd peo- 
ple couli] bo seeu fixitig up .their gar- 
dens and farmers ijutting in their crop. 
I think the climate very much resem- 
bles that of England, with agreeable 
differences, not quite so cold, or so 
much fog.'and I una$VMand'"-6bfc so 
hot iu summer. Victoria is a beauti- 
ful little city situated on rising 
ground with many good buildings. Tho 
populotioa vatiiaa perhaps from live to 
seven thousand. In the winter miu- 
ers come down, and add to the num- 
ber considerably, and have -^vbat they 
call lively times, but good order gen- 
erally is kept. Tbo couutry, aiouiul 
Victoria, especially near tlio seo, is 
rocky and mountainous, but some 
good land in patches. . If you take 
what is called the 'Saanich Road' (af- 
ter n drive of eight or ton miles ou 
good gravel road)one comes to some 
splendid farms, bat held by men who 
know aud care very little about farm- 
farmiug — men formerly in service of 
theHudsouBay Company iind broken down 
miners! I mean in l-.eaItli)\vhodo notknow 
tho lirst principle of fiirmmg. Iu fol- 
lowing on that road, either to North or 
South haa;iich, ttaer/s^are .ppm% good 
farms' belonging to" "Oahatjians and 
others that understand the business, 
and aro doing well. Tho land is of 
excoUont quality, aud if managed 
right brings forth abundantly. Prices 
are more than double what thoy are in 
Canada; but a very large tract of land 
ia held by speculators iu expeitjtation of 
big prices. But many of them are 
beginning to think that the Island 
Kailrcal will bo a failure, so that some 
of them are beginning to 'loose their 
hold, and ofTering it for sale at little. 
Some time ago it could not bo bought 
for any money; now it can bo bought 
at a reasonable price. It i.s true that 
some come hero, and do not liko it. I 
have seeu a case or two since I Lave 
been here, simply because thej got 
homesick. During their stay here 
they stop around tho drinking saloons 
and hear fabulous stories from soma 
one whose interest ia ou tho other side 
of tho lino, and would do anything to 
impede the progress of British Colum- 
bia; but on the otber hand those who 
have per6evetaiic6'tire d'ofii'g.'Jvell, and 
would not loavo this Pioviuce on any 
consideration. Tho seasons aro long, 
and the climate healthy, and tho peo- 
ple very sociable and kind. Politics 
of lato havo caused quite a division, 
but I hope tho newly formed Govern- 
ment will soon make matters right, 
and that a hotter understanding may 
bo brought about between Local and 
Doraiuiou Governinents.
